A few minutes 
after she had done so from her Re- 
havia home, a delegation from all 
wings of the Alignment came hurry- 
ing in, to try and persuade her to 
change her mind, 

Mrs. Meir did not give her Labour 
coHeagues any explanation of her 
step at the meeting. 

During the course of her reply 
to the debate, she caused a hush in 
the faction meeting room when she 
suddenly switched into a personal 
ey. 

“Had I restgned last August or 
September, I would have been tak- 
ing a wise step,” she seid, "I never 
had any lust for power. I only 
sought to serve to the best of my 
capacities,” 

Then Mrs, Meir, replying to Arye 
(Lyova) Eliav who had launched 
@ total attack on her proposed gov- 
ernment as well as her past policies, 
said; “We did not fall We did not 
lead others to failure. We achieved 
great things." 

Her audience relaxed somewhat, 
getting the impression that she was 
answering the polemic of her hand- 
fal of critics, as she went on to de- 
clare: “I am not ashamed of my 
team in the slightest. Nobody from 
any other party could have sub- 
mitted a better team. None of the 
ministers whom I proposed asked 
me to include them in the cabinet.

MEIR IS TO RETURN 
MANDATE TODAY

By ARI RATH, Jerusalem Post Political Reporter 
Premier Golda Meir’s surprise decision not to form 
a new government may lead to new elections within 
four or five months during which the Cabinet she 
now heads remains in office as caretaker government. 
The Labour Alignment is not expected to propose 
another candidate for the Premiership, thus there 


appears to be little chance of a broad national emergency coalition 
with Likud being formed. Mrs. Meir has repeatedly stated her firm 


opposition to such a government, 
One possible way out of the im- 
passe would be for the Labour Par- 
ty to advise the President to call 
on another leading Labour Knesset 
Member — such as Finance Min- 
ister Pinhas Sapir or Mr. Haim Za~ 
dok — to form ἃ Cabinet that 
would be headed by Mrs. Meir. 


PRECEDENTS 


There have been two precedents 
for such a move when the late 
David Ben-Gurion was Prime Min- 
ister. In 1950, Independent Liberal 
leader Pinhag Rosen formed a coali- 
tion that was headed by Ben-Gu- 
tion, and after the August 1961 
elections that were held in the wake 
of the “Lavon Affair," the late Le- 
vi Eshkol, then Finance Minister, 
was asked by the President to form 
a new Cabinet to be headed by 
Ben-Gurion. 

It took then nearly three months 
to form a new government, since 
Mapai's four coalition partners in 
the outgoing Cabinet -— Ahdut Avo- 
da, Mapam, the N.R-P. and the Li-

But the 
patriarch of the Greek Catholic 
(Melkite) Church, Maximus V, who 
as Archbishop George Hakim had 
been Raya's predecessor in Israel, 
had stated in that the 
bishops would “concentrate on the 
necessity of having Jerusalem re- 
turned to its legitimate owners — 
the Arabs.” 

Explaining his views on Jerusa- 
salem, Archbishop Raya said last 
night that, as a Christian, he did 
not hold Jerusalem to be “the centre 
of my life. Christ, whom 1 follow, 
is not dead and is not buried in 
Jerusalem. He has arisen and is 
alive, so that Jerusalem means no 
more to me than any other place 
in the Holy Land.” 

On the other hand, he was deeply 
conscions that “for my brothers 
the Jews" Jerusalem is “The holy 
city and essential to you.” As for 
the Moslems, he believed that Mec- 
ca was their holy city. He was 
quite firm in his view that, for 
Christians, Jerusalem was a poli- 
tical and not a religious question, 
and that it should therefore not be 
raised at a meeting of bishops.

BLACK IRIS IN DANGER 
OF EXTINCTION

: RISHON LEZION. — Clusters of 
Black Iris, some of the last in the 
world, growing in a 30-dunam field 
: south of here, are in danger of 
disappearing. 

The flowers, of a purple hue so 
dark that it verges on black, are 
known to grow only in Israel. Once 
. they grew in great numbers all 

+ along the coastal region, especially 
‘ the southern part. With the plant- 
ing of citrus groves in this region, 
they disappeared. Now they are 
known to be growing only in two 
other places, south of Netanya 
and at Gam Sorek. 

The field south of here, near the 
Rishon LeZion-Nes Ziona highway, 
is the largest. It has become ἃ site 
of pilgrimage by nature lovers dur- 
ing the past few weeks, since this 
ig the period when the Black Iris 
and many other wild flowers are 
in full bloom. 

Up to this year, only a very 
small group of nature lovers knew 
the existence of the Black Iris in 
this field. But this year visitors 
began pulling out the flowers, and 
trampling others. 

Gibstein has 


written to the head of the Nature 
Reserve Authority, Avraham Yoffe, 
M.K., requesting his help in trans- 
forming the field into a nature 
reserve. And in a gamble, Yehuda 
‘Vilner, local chairman of the So- 
clety for the Protection of Nature, 
has publicized the existence of the 
field, and invited nature lovers and 
j whole classes of pupils from the 
area to come. and visit the field. 

Although there is a possibility, 
his plan might boomerang, Mr. Vil- 
ner. explained, “First of all, in this 
ἢ way the place will not remain de- 
ἢ solate, and the more people we 
will have to help us win the battle 
of transforming this place into a 
ἢ nature reserve."

HAIFA. — A judge of the Fiscal 
Court of Hamburg (West Germany). 
Dr. ‘Wilhelm Staeglich, is to be dis- 
missed for a favourable article he 
published on the Auschwitz Extermi- 

‘nation Camp, According to the 

“Deutschland Berichte” newsletter 
received here yesterday, Staegiich, 
who is a member of the German 
National Party, will face disciplinary 
proceedings for the article, ‘My 
Impressions of Auschwitz Concen- 
tration Camp in 1944," which he 
published in the extreme right wing 
magazine “Nation Europa," 

In his article he described Ausch- 
witz as “a well kept camp with 
decent accommodation.” He de- 
seribes having seen “bottles of milk 
on the desk,” “considerate guards” 
and the “inmates free of fear.” 

‘The newsletter, which is published 


by Rolf Vogel in Bonn, stated that 
the Hemburg Senate regarded 
ΕἸΣ “delibera- 
tely glossing over what went on in 
Nazi concetitration camps.” 

The newsletter also reported that 
a Lufwaffe unit headquarters has 
been renamed in memory of a 
famed Jewish World War One fight- 
er pilot. 

In a November 22 ceremony, the 
HQ of the 74th Fighter Squadron 
was renamed the “Wilhelm Frank 
Kaserne.” This had been the first 
time that a unit HQ of the Fe- 
deral Armed Forces had been named 
after a Jewish serviceman. The ce- 
remony, in Neuburg on the Daaube, 
hed been attended by the Lufwatffe 
Chief of Staff, General Rall, and the 
chairman of the Central Council 
of the Jewa in Germany, Werner 
Nachmann.

Turkish opium poppy farmers 
plant even before ban lifted

KAYABELEN, Turkey (UPI). 
Opium poppy farmers danced 
through the streets of this central 
Anatolian village this weekend ce- 
lebrating the prospects of another 
good poppy season. 

Some farmers said they had al- 
ready planted their seed in defiance 
of an 18-month-old government ban 
on poppy farming because ‘they 
were sure it would be lifted soon. 

The Istanbul newspaper “Hurri- 
yet" reported last Friday that Tur- 
key's United Nations representative, 
Resat Armin had told the UN. 
Narcotics Commission: “Because of 
the grave economic situation creat- 
ed (by the ban) Turkey has decided 
to grow opium under strict controls 
for medical purposes.” 

A young man read the report 
aloud from the. steps of the village 
mosque and the poppy farmers 
danced arm-in-arm to trumpet and 
drum music. 

“Our fields are ploughed, The 
seed is ready. We would plant to- 
morrow if the government Iet us,” 
said Ibrahim Senturk, 62, the poppy 
farmer's spokesman. 

A young man who refused to be 
identified, said: “I have already 
planted my seeds.” 

The penalty for defying the ban, 
imposed in 1972 by ἃ caretaker gov- 
ernment under pressure from the 
United States, is three to seven 
years imprisonment. 

When the ban was announced 
President ‘Nixon hailed it as a major 
step to curbing illicit international 
drug traffic. According to U.S. 
drug enforcement administration 
statistics most of the drugs used 
legally in the United States before 
1972 were produced largely from 
Turkish opium.

14-year-old boy

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Motor industry. sees 


hard times coming 


Py LAN BREACH 
LONDON — There will be almost no 
new car models on display at the 
international motor shows that take 
place each spring in Geneva and 
New York. The plain fact is that 
the manufacturers dare not cammit 
themselves to the enormous costs 
of producing new models which 
may never sell. Throughout the 
industry, the feeling is growing 
strongly that the last truly new 
car has already been made, that 
the days of engineering innovation, 
experimental styling, and by 
implication a wide choice for 
the consumer are gone for ever. 

All plans for introducing more 
than routine, low-cost facelifts of 
existing models have been shelved 
in the six major car-producing 
countries —the U.S., Japan, Italy, 
Germany, Frunce and the U.K. Not 
only has recession, or the threat 
of it, hit sales, Dut it has curtail- 
ed the production of cars on order, 
with France alone retaining full- 
time working in its passenger car 
Plants. Even France, however, is 
Suffering from a global scarcity 
of materials — principally steel, 
but also non-ferrous metals, glass, 
plastics, and, of course, oil. 

By last month, American car 
dealers had $00,000 more cars than 
orders on their hands — and this 
Included many of the subcompact 
models which U.S. manufacturers 
have introduced to ward off com- 
petition from the Imports of smal! 
German and Japanese cars. 

The effects of a large cutback 
in the manufacture of private pass- 
enger vehicles will be felt at almost 
every sucia}, industrial and econ- 
omic level, Take, for example, the 
English city of Coventry, where nine 
out of every 10 families rely direct- 
ly or Indirectly for their income 
on the production of cars and car 


components, If the ear industry 
were to collapse, then so would the 
city. 


Some economists who have warn- 
ed of these dangers in the past 
and been derided as prophets of 
doom are now anxiously consulted 
for their second opinions by city 
fathers preparing tentative salvage 
schemes. Though there has, as yet, 
been Little public admission of It, 
local authorities in all the world's 


famous car cities are deeply 
worrted and are looking to their 
motor industries for guidance in 
examining the options open to them. 
Concentrating their minds is the 
possibility that great conurbations 
jike Wolfsburg (Volkswagen), Turin 
(Fiat), Dagenham and Cologne 
\Ford), and Chuoku {Nissan-Datsun) 
could Itterally go broke. 

Some of the changes in the car 
industry likely to characterise the 
next few years are based on the 
reasonable supposition that the era 
of cheap and abundant materials 
— and energy — for the West and 
Japan is drawing to a close. 

The first probable move is a 
switch from large to small cars: 
in America, the 24y-ton four-litre 
vehicle will give way to models in 
the larger-than-average European 
class; these, in turn, are likely to 
be replaced by cars in the 
categories, This is going to give 
companies Uke Leyland, Fiat, Re- 
nault, Citroen, and Volkswagen a 
distinct selling advantage over their 
competitors, being set up already 
to produce small cars in quantity. 
Conventional power units will stay, 
for there {s simply not the time 
nor the resources to further develop 
electric cars, Wankel rotary en- 
ines, or any of the other alter- 
natives put forward in recent years. 

These changes will take place 
within a context of two important 
shifts of emphasis. One will be to 
restore and develop public transport 
and mass-transit systems 85 quick- 
ly as possible. The second will be 
an attempt to mix the industrial 
economy in a much more even 
fashion. For nearly a century, the 
West's prosperity has become in* 
creasingly dependent on a single 
product — the motor-car. If they 
have realised nothing else, leaders 
of government and industry alike 
now accept that this had led to 
the brink of disaster. 

It used to be thought that ex- 
ports of cars to the developing 
world held the answer to the motor 
manufacturing countries’ problems. 
Very wisely, that approach seems 
to have been dropped, for it is seen 
by a growing number of observers 
as a way of exporting an lilness 
rather than a cure.

IDEAL MARRIAGE’ 


Luctano Berio's “modern” music 
is likely to be beyond their umder- 
standing. But after Saturday night's 
concert at the Jerusalem Theatre — 
and I am sure, this will happen 
everywhere—no one left the hall dis- 
appointed or dissatisfied. The pro- 
gramme was out of the ordinary: 
five Little Symphonies by Darius: 
Milhaud (1927-1922), and three 
works by Berio. The Israel Cham: 
ber Ensemble, under Berio's direc- 
tion, gave a flawless, precise and 
well balanced performance, Using 
sparse indications, Berio directed 
rather than conducted, but the re- 
sult wag a happy one. Milhaud's 
symphonies are charming, entertain- 
ing and lightly sketched miniatures, 
and were interpreted accordingly. 

Then Cathy Berberilan came on 
the stage and the magic of a great 
artist enraptured even the most he- 
sitating listener. It was not only her

beautifully sonorous, gliding over 
the octaves, singing, speaking, 
laughing —- this could be acrobatics, 
to be admired and applauded. But 
the voice seemed part of the music, 
ag though Berio and Berberian, the 
creative composer and the creative 
singer, were equally the authors of 
the music: otherwise how could there 
be such complete identification. One 
cannot imagine any other singer 
than Miss Berberian performing Be- 
rio's music, and one feels that, Berio 
could mot have written as he did, if 
not for Cathy Berberian’s voice and 
technique. What we witnessed was 
the ideal marriage between creator 
and interpreter, and the results are 
overwhelming. Even more than the 
two extracts from “Epiphany,” the 
“Sequenza” for Voice Solo bore 
out this singular identification be- 
tween the artists. 

The climax of the evening came 
with the folksongs from different 
nations set by Berio for Flute, Cla- 
rinet, Harp, Viola, Cello and two 
percussionists, It is impossible to 
describe the delight of these settings 
for the professional musician.

Perhaps 
he chose the work for the sake of 
the supporting cellos which excell- 
ed in tone and interpretation. 

Fortunately, the Serenade No. 1 
for ten wind-instruments, by the 
American composer Vincent Per- 
sichetti, fully compensated the 
audience for the poor first item 
on the programme. 

Hornist Meir Ronnen, as soloist in 
Mozart's Horn-Concerto No. 3 in 
E-flat major, is no newcomer to 
Haifa. His well-founded technique 
and clear-cut interpretation brought 
out the work's own beauty. 

Indefatigable Mr. Friedman show- 
ed his predilection for Mozart in 
the "Vesperae,” an ambitious work 
for the orchestra as well as for 
the soloists and the choir. Mr. Je- 
huda Engel, as Cholr Master had 
his group well prepared for the 
task. The intonation was exact, and 
the choir's internal balance was 
maintained though there are not too 
many first-rate voices. The four
